To raise such sums of money as may be thought necessary 
to defray town expenses the ensuing year, 

sth, To raise such sums of money as may be thought necessary 
for making and repairing highways and bridges the ensuing year. 

6th. To see what compensation the town will allow the School 
Board the ensuing year. : . 

7th. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 57, Public Statutes, in relation to the distribution of inven- 
tory blanks. 

8th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise to pay 
on the town debt the ensuing year. 

oth. To see if the town will vote to establish a public library, 
accept the provisions of Chapter 8, sections 21 to 26, of the Public 
Statutes in such a manner as to be entitled to one hundred dollars 
worth of books from the State, raise and appropriate a sum not less 
than $65.70 annually for the support of the library, and otherwise 
comply with the provisions of said Chapter of the Public Statutes. 

1oth. To see if the town will appropriate twenty-five dollars to 
be used by the G, A. R. to pay expenses on Decoration day.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting this, the thirteenth annual report under the town 
system, we think we are able to report very fair success in all our 
schools. 


Nineteen different teachers have been employed and each part 
of the district has had twenty-seven weeks of school, except No. Io, 
which had no winter term. Experienced and competent teachers 
have been secured with scarcely an exception; hence we think there 
has been no serious fault so far as teachers are concerned. 


While we gladly commend the creditable work of teachers and 
pupils in all our schools; the progress made, the thoroughness shown, 
and the excellent deportment maintained in No. 4, No.8, and No.g 
are worthy of special mention. These results are largely due to the 
thorough expérience of the teachers and the hearty co-operation of 
the parents in these districts. 


The principle that every pupil is accountable for any damage he 
may do to school property, has our full support; and in cases coming 
to our knowledge has been enforced and the guilty ones required to 
settle for the damage. 


Great care has been taken in the selection of text books. We 
have introduced Barnes’ Geographies; Meserve’s Book-keeping; 
Peterman’s Civil Government; Spencerian Vertical Penmanship and 
plain Pencil Drawing, with excellent results. 


The immense progress of our times seems to make necessary 
the introduction of some studies not found in the: schools of our 
fathers, and we believe if all our pupils were disposed to be Scholarly 
they could all secure valuable education.
